By 1990 it might well 
be possible to reduce the 
present number of me- 
’dlum-range nuclear weap- 
ons in the possession of 
each side by three or 
more limes, approaching 
this goal slage by stage:

The technology of producing 
paper from the aimourorl shell 
of crayfish, langusta and eh r imps 
has been elaborated at the 
Japanese industrial research In- 
stitute In Takamatsu on Shikoku 
Island.

Restoration work Is over on 
Ihe Patriarchal Palace, one of lhe 
most remarkable monuments of 
the Moscow Kremlin. 

Of particular note Is the 
palace's Interior with fine 
examples of icon painting com- 
pleted ln 1721 on the orders of 
Peter the Great. They were 
moved there In 1929 from the 
Kremlin's former Ascension 
Cathedral. The iconostas, in Itself 
an outstanding monument of 
decorative art, had not escaped ' 
damage.

the frame using bars and wire. 
Also renovated were U beautiful 
chandeliers made by Russian and 
foreign craftsmen.

It has recently cele- 
brated Its 50lb anniversary. 

Metal mado In Magnitogorsk 
goes lo 7,000 factories In the Sn- 
vIl- 1 Union nnd lo 36 countries lu 
tho world. In its 50 yenrs of 
existence It has produced 2U4 
million ton lie 9 ol cast Iron. 371 
ml I lion lonuus ot steel and 200 
million tonnes ot rolled mclol.

Magnitka started lo make 
It In ordinary blast laraaces- 
Every second Lank and every 
third shell during Ihe war were 
made from Magnllogordc steel. 

Even alter the war Magnllka 
remained the Gauntry's biggest 
metal producer, though by this 
lime many other steel plants had 
been ball!. In (he Bib Bve-year 
plan alone (1971-75) (be in- 
crement In Magnltka’s yield 
amounted lo Ibe total output of 
a major metallurgical plant.

In 
other words, (ha law of eternity amounts 
to the law ol mutual help, to a community 
spirit, to the Indivisibility of one man from 
Iho other. 

Such concepts and as well R9 his huiiioiu 
are Inseparable elements In Durabndxo's 
works. "Indomitable”, "dlsaiuiliig”, "cas- 
cading" nad even "Dumbadzc-like" are 
epithets that have been used lo describe 
It. One only has to open any 
one of his books lo be convinced of this. 
1 never wrlle wllh the different nationa- 
lities who read my works in mind, says 
Dumbadze. The passions depleted In a 
book should bo universal. I was touched 
when In tbe preface to the Japanese edi- 
tion to my book.

Many 
Russian readers wrote: "My grandmother 
was }usl like this". 

All Dumbadze's works are autobiograph- 
ical and written In the first person. The 
hero is always Uie same (Dumbadze him- 
self), while the characters "migrate" from 
book to book, only their oges and Ihe 
situations In which they find themselves 
changing. Asked which thoughts he trea- 
sures most In bis works, Dumbadze an- 
swered: The ability to love. This Is Ihe 
greatest gift that man Is given by nature.
